CULTURAL  DIRECTIONS 

and  Location.  Roses  require  sunshine. 


They  do  well  in  any  good  garden  soil,  but  avoid 
sand,  too  much  clay,  or  ground  which  is  stagnant. 
Be  sure  the  bed  is  well  drained.  Enrich  with  de¬ 
composed  stable  manure;  cow  manure  is  preferable. 
Work  this  well  into  the  soil.  Do  not  put  any  clear 
manure  in  the  holes  with  the  plants.  Water  freely 
only  in  dry  weather  and  then  in  early  morning  or 
late  afternoon. 

Planting.  Plant  Hybrid  Tea  and  Polyantha 
Roses  18  to  24  inches  apart;  Hybrid  Perpetuals  and 
Rugosas  2p2  to  3  feet,  and  Climbers  at  feast  6  feet. 
Consider  the  expected  growth  and  provide  room 
for  it.  Plant  about  2  inches  deeper  than  the  “crown” 
from  which  the  shoots  rise.  This  deep  planting  is 
essential.  Dig  a  good,  large,  deep  hole.  Spread  the 
roots  out  as  much  as  possible,  and  when  the  hole  is 
nearly  filled,  tread  the  soil  firmly  with  the  foot. 
When  planting  is  finished,  a  good  soaking  with  water 
will  prove  beneficial,  should  the  ground  be  dry. 
Then  mulch  well  with  coarse  manure  and  Nature 
will  do  the  rest. 

Pruning.  All  Roses  should  be  cut  back  from 
one-third  to  one-half  when  planted,  and  roots 
pruned  smoothly,  cutting  off  the  ends  where  bruised 
by  digging  and  shortening  others.  Ground  should 
be  stirred  frequently.  Roses  need  good  cultivation. 

Winter  Protection.  The  best  method  is  to  bank 
the  plants  with  earth  as  high  as  possible  and  cover 
with  stable  manure.  Remove  coarse  litter  in  the 
early  spring  and  pull  earth  away  from  the  plants 
before  pruning,  cutting  out  old  wood  and  leaving 
three  to  six  of  the  strongest  shoots  of  last  year’s 
growth,  cutting  these  back  to  within  8  to  12  inches 
of  the  ground.

Our  Evergreens  are  all  carefully  grown,  at  good  distances  for  sym¬ 
metrical  development,  are  root  and  top-pruned  into  handsome,  shapely 
specimens  that  will  transplant  successfully  with  ordinary  care. 

Planting  Season.  For  spring,  from  April  10  to  May  15;  for  fall,  from 
about  August  15  to  October  10,  depending  on  season  and  locality. 

All  Evergreen  trees  will  be  carefully  dug  with  ball  of  earth  about  the 
roots,  tightly  sewed  in  burlap,  and  will  stand  transportation  and  trans¬ 
planting  with  little  risk  of  loss. 


Planting  Suggestions.  Dig  the  hole  a  foot  larger  and  deeper  than  the 
ball  of  earth  and  provide  good  loamy  topsoil  to  fill  in.  Set  tree  in  hole 
a  trifle  lower  than  it  stood  in  the  nursery,  fill  good  soil  around  the  ball, 
pack  firmly,  or  settle  by  filling  hole  with  water.  Loosen  burlap  at  top 
of  ball  and  roll  back  or  cut  ofl  the  top  portion;  fill  in  hole,  packing 
firmly,  and  cover  top  of  ground  with  loose  earth  or  mulch  with  straw 
or  hay.  Water  copiously  during  any  drought,  especially  the  first  year. 


Arborvitae  •  Thuya

These  present  a  magnificent  display  of  beauty  and  color  during  the 
early  spring,  particularly  the  Azaleas  and  Rhododendrons,  their  dark 
green  leaves  contrasting  sharply  with  their  great  clusters  of  bloom. 
Their  fondness  for  shady  places  makes  them  desirable  for  planting 
about  house  foundations,  in  shady  corners,  or  locations  where  it  is 
difficult  to  grow  other  plants  because  of  lack  of  sunlight. 

Directions  for  Planting.  Azaleas,  Rhododendrons,  and  similar  plants 
need  an  acid  soil.
